Surprised to find him still available after 29 others
had already been chosen, the Rams eagerly plucked the
1967 Heisman Trophy winner.

Waterfield. Beban was named college “player of the
year” by the Washington, D.C., Touchdown Club, Colum-
bus Touchdown.
